There are several ways of loosening

PASTRY. 


Crumb Pie.—No. 1.—Soak a teacupful 
of bread crumbs for half an hour, in a 
little warm water; add three table- 
spoonfuls of white sugar, half a table- 
spoonful of butter, half a teacupful of 
warm water, and a_tablespoonful of 
vinegar. Season with nutmeg, and bake 
with an under and. upper crust. 

No. 2.—To a pint of hot water add a 
teacupfu! of sugar, a teaspoonful of tar- 
taric acid dissolved in a little water, 
half a teacupful of bread crumbs, and 
buiter half the size of an egg. Sprinkle 
with a little flour before putting on 
the top crust. 

No. 3.—Soeak four cold soda biscuits 
an hour in cold water. Add two tea- 
cupfuls of brown sugar and the juice 
and grated rind of a lemon. Beat thor- 
oughly and bake in one crust. 

No. 4.—One and a half teacups of 
crackers broken fine. Add a teacupful 
of sugar and soak until soft in a tea- 
cupful of cold water. Mix with these 
ingredients the juice and grated rind 
of a lemon. Bake with two crusts. 

Mock Mince Pie.—Roll six square soda 
crackers fine ; soak ten minutes in eight 
tablespoonfuls of boiling water; add 
four tablespoonfuls of vinegar, half a 
teacupful of sugar, eight tablespoonfuls 
of molasses, a teacupful of currants or 
raisins, or half a teacupful of each, a 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, and half a 
nutmeg. Use more spice if you like a 
pie highly seasoned. 

Apple-Custard Pie.—Beat a teacupful 

of sugar with four whole eggs and the 
yolk of the fifth. Stir the eggs and 
sugar into a uuart of milk, add a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a teacupful of sour ap- 
ple pulp, two tablespoonfuls of melted 
buiter, and half a teaspoonful of salt; 
bake immediately. This was my moth- 
er’s recipe, and it is an excellent one. 
With the white of egg and two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar i make a meringue, 
but this is a later addition. The fol- 
lowing recipe for apple-custard pie is 
found in a modern cook book: Beat the 
yolks of six eggs with 1 1-2 teacupfuls 
of sugar; add three teacupfuls of cold 
stewed and pulped sour apples with a 
quart of milk (or a pint of milk and a 
pint of cream); season with gratea 
orange peel, or any preferred flavoring. 
Just before the crusts are filled, beat in 
the whipped whites of three eggs, with 
the remaining three whites make a 
meringue for the pies when done. This 
will make three pies in small tirs. 
A Cottage Cheese Pie.—This is very 
nice oceasionaily, for variety. Heat 
thick milk till the whey and curd sep- 
arate; drain off the whey thoroughly, 
und rub the soft curd well with the 
hans. Mix with two teacupfuls of 
a teacupfu! of ar, a tablespoonful of 
flour incorporated with a tablespoonful 
of butter; fiavor with cinnamon, and 
bake with one crust.

HOUSEHOLD ECONOMIES. 

Soap Making at Home.—This is the 
way to make household soap: Take ten 
Pounds uf powdered 98 per cent caus- 
tie soda and put it in four gallons of 
soft water. It will dissolve immediate- 
ly and the water will become hot. Let 
is stand until it feels just warm to the 
hand. Melt seventy pounds of clarified 
Brease or taliow to bicod heat, and then 
pour the caustic soda lye into the grease. 
Stir the mixture wiih a flat piece of 
wood until the grease and lye are thor- 
oughiy combined and the compound is 
SMouoth in appearance. Nexi pour the 
stuff into a square box which has: been 
lined with muslin or calico te prevent 
the soap sticking to the sides. Cover 
the box with blankets and put it in a 
Warm place in order to keep the heat 
generated by the mass turning into 
soap. in three or four days the soap 
will be formed. It shcuid then be lift- 
ed out of the box and cut into bars 
with a thin wire. The bars should be 
stored in a coul, airy rooin for about a 
month before use. This recipe will pro- 


| duce about 126 pounds cf soap. For a 


mild toilet soap a littie more tallow 
would be a great improvement, say sev- 
enty-five pounds instead of seventy 
The substitution of about 26 
per cent of cocoanut or cotton seed oil 
for an equal quantity of tallow will im- 
prove the soap and cause it to latber 
The soap may be per- 
fumed with oil of bergamot, citronell:, 
almond oil or any other perfume de- 
sired. 

Home Made Piekies and Sauces.—As 
vinegar is the chief agent in pickling, 
great care should be taken that the 
very best is usea. Vinegar left over al- 
ter the pickles are used at table can 
be used again. It must be heated to 
boiling point, with a little salt and 
spices add to taste. In preparing the 
vinegar for pickiing it must be brought 
to the boil, and ne more; for if it is 
allowed to boii it will lose its strength, 
as all fermented liquors do when boil- 
ed. The best way to prepare the vine- 

ar is as follows: Bruise and add one- 
ourth pound each of black peppercorns, 
ginger, cloves, alispice and mace, and 
some garlic, horseradish, sbatlots and 
capsicums, to one quart of the strong- 
est and best vinegar in a stoneware jar, 
cork tightly and cover with a bladder 
soaked im vinegar. Place near the fire 
so that thé spices may be infused ; let 
it remain by the fire for three days, 
shaking it up well twice a day. Have 
Whatever is to be picked ready in small 
jars; pour the liquid over and let it he 
cold before tying up with a parchiment 
over the cork. To enable the material 
which is picked to become thoroughly 
flavored it is better to perforate it with 
a fork. Salt must not be forgotten ; 
this should be sprinkled over the vege- 
tables. A damp store cupboard is faial 
to pickles. Septensber and October are 
the months in which most pickling 
should be done, but of course there are 
many things to te pickled in other 
months. The vegetables must be tak- 
en as they are in season. 

Canning Corn.—Husk and free the 
ears from silk, then cut lengthwise with 
a sharp knife so that each kernel will 
be cut in two. Scrape from ihe cob and 
pack into cans wita a masher—use one 
smiai! enough to pack to overflowing. 
You will not need to add water to corn. 
Screw the covers on as firmly as can 
be done, with first finger and thumb. 
Place the can in a boiler, protected with 
hay or clotns to keep from breaking. | 
have a wooden frame to fit my boiler 
so 1 can cook eight cans at once. Cov- 
er the cans with cold water and bring 
to a boil and boii steadily for three 
hours; upon the boiling depends much 
of the success of canning. Remove the 
boiler from the fire, and when cool re- 
move the cans, tighten the covers, and 
when cold wrap each can in brown pa- 
per and keep in a cool, dark cellar or 
closet. I have used this recipe for corn 
and beans for four years, and think it 
splendid. Water sbould be added to 
beans after they are all packed in cans, 
so as to have no air in the cans. 


SOME GOOD RECIPES. 

Home-made Corn Beef.—Buy a piece 
of fresh beef and corn it while cook- 
ing, by putting in two handfuis of salt 
to eight pounds of meat and boil until 
the bones drop out. Then take out of 
the water, and pul in a deep dish, and 
put a small plate on and press. I use 
an old flatiron. When cold cut in slices, 
and see how much better it is than beef 
corned in brine with all the goodness 
out of it. 

Breakfast Salad.—Slice ice-cold toma- 
toes sprinkled with pepper and salt, and 
drench with lemon juice. Garnish with 
parsley or nasturtiums. This is a most 
appetizing dish. 

Tomato Toast.—Run a quart of stew- 
ed tomatoes through a colander, put.in 
a stewpan, season with butter, pepper, 
and salt and sugartotaste. Cut slices 
of bread thin, brown on beth sides, but- 


serving add a pint of good sweet cream 
to the tomatoes, and pour over the toast. 

Tomatoes Bottled.—Put the tomatoes 
in a basket or cloth and immerse in 
sealding water. When they are with- 
drawn they may be readily peeled. Take 
out the core or any imperfect parts. 
Place in enough water to keep them 


from turning at first, and when they 
have boiled a few minutes fill the bet- 
tles. They are much better for not hav- 
i They may 
be eaten either cold when prepared in 
this way, or cooked in the many dif- 
ferent ways known. : 


Lemon Cream Pie.—Two teacupfuls of 


| powdered sugar, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, yolks of two eggs, two lemons, | 
juice and grated rind; two teacupfuls— 


of boiling water, two tablespoonfuls of 
cornstarch dissolved in cold water. Af- 
ter mixing the cornstarch with the cold 
water stir it into the boiling water. 
Cream the butter and sugar, then pour 
the boiling mixture over them. When 
quite cool add the lemon and the beat- 
en yoiks. Bake in good pastry. This 
will make two pies. After baking add 


the well-beaten whites, to which you, 
have added oue tablespoonful of sugar. | 


Apple Tapiuca.—Wash one large cup | 


of tapioca and soak over night in three 


pints of water. Cook twenty or thirty - 


minutes. Add one cupfui of sugar, one 


teaspoonful of sait, cne teaspounful of 


lemon extract, three pints of pared and 
quartered apples. Turn into buttered 
dish and boke one and a quarter hours. 
Eat cold, with sugar and cream. 


Baked Apple Cake.—Mix together two 
cupfuis of flour, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, one-half teaspoonful of soda, one 
teaspoonful of cream of tartar. Beat 
one egg and mix it with one scant cup- 
ful of milk. Rub one-fourth cupful of 
butter into the dry materials, add the 
milk and egg. Spread it one-half inch 
thick over a buttered biscuit tin. °*Have 
ready four sour apples, pzred, cored and 
cut Into eighths. Lay them in rows on 
top of the dough, with the sharp edge 
down, press them in lightly. Sprinkle 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar and a lit- 
tle cinnamon over the apples, bake twen- 
ty to thirty minutes, and serve with 
cream. 


Tomato Chutney.—Cut up and peel 
twelve large tomatoes, six onions, chop- 


ped fine: one cupful vinegar, one cup- 
ful sugar, a handful raisins, chopped 
fine; salt to taste, one-half teaspoonful 
cayenne, one-haif teaspoonful of white 
pepper. Boil one ‘hour and a half, and 
bottle. 


Peach Shortcake.—Ore quart sifted 
flour, two teaspoonfuls baking powder, 
one teaspoonful of salt, mix well and 
rub in thoroughly one tablespoonful of 
butter, add milk enough to make a 
soft dough—the softer it is-made the 
lighter it will be. Turn it on to a well 
floured bread-board, and as quickly as 
possible form into round cakes; place 
one in a round, buttered baking pan, 
spread a little butter over the top, place 
the other on top, and bake in a moder- 
ately hot oven for over forty minutes. 
When cooked it can be easily split in 
two where they were joined. The two 
sides of the cake should be buttered and 
the Sse ge pliced between while hot. 
Peaches should be peeled and cut in 
small pieces. Whipped cream should be 
put over the layer of peaches—that is, 
put on top. This is far superior to 
strawberry shortcake. 


MASTER AND MAN. 


Ic Pays Employers to Make Their Work 
men Comfortable, After All. 


A manufacturer, in gossiping about 
the best way of handling workmen says 
that the nature of the floor of the shop 
has a great deal to do with the amount 
of work that is got out of the operative 
staff. He was once struck by the dif- 
ference in the apparent activity of two 
sets of men working on ‘similar jobs 
at the vise in two rooms of a large 
shop. One was in an old building and 
the other was in one of recent construc- 
tion. In the former the men stood eas- 
ily and naturally at their work, and 
showed no symptoms of a_ hankering 
for a seat on the bench, while in the 
latter the men were shifting their 
weight from one foot to the other, 
throwing one leg upon the bench at 
every opportunity, and showing every 
evidence of foot fatigue. The Super- 
intendent guessed that the difference 
was due to the floors upon which the 
two gangs of men were standing. In 
the old shop the floor was of wood, 
springy to a certain extent, and a poor 
conductor of heat. In the new shop it 
was of the most beautiful concrete, an 
excellent conductor of heat from the 
feet of the workmen, and -as unyield- 
ing as granite rock. So the benches in 
the new shop were raised a couple of 
inches, and each man was given a plat- 
form of wood that rested on two cross 
pieces at the end, and had a slight 
spring to it. The foot weariness disap- 
peared almost at once, and no further 
trouble was experienced, which shows 
that the prettiest floor is not always 
the best for the workmen. 


SMALLEST PRAYER BOOK. 


The smallest prayer book in the world 
is that published by the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, of England: Such is the 
delicacy of the workmanship and the 
compactness of the diminutive prayer 
book that it can easily be put into the 
waistcoat pocket or into. the purse. 
Bound in Morocco and velvet the tiny 
volume weighs about three quarters of 
an ounce, and is only one inch in 
breadth, three inches in length and one 
third of an inch in thickness. To get 
- 2, 
670 pages and two morocco covers into 
the. thickness of one third of an inch 
is a marvel of paper making and bind- 
ing. An edition issued without the cal- 
endar and occasional services is reduced 
in thickness by one third and in weight 
to half an ounce. A pook called the 
“Priest’s Pocket Bible,” also printed by 
the same press contains the Bible, in- 
cluding Apocrypha, prayer book and the 
inew and complete edition of hymns, an- 
cient and modern. It is printed in dia- 
mond type on India paper, measures 4 
1-2 inches by 3 inches by 1 1-%_ inches 
and weighs only seven and a fourth 
ounces.
